him after a few co mparativ ely unini- 
Iio rtant quest io ns. 
Of the alienists who testified. Dr. 
Austin Flint. Dr. M’ililam TTirseli and 
Dr. Amo s T. Bakei'. the last nam(*d 
gav e testimo ny o f the mo st Impo rt­ 
ance. 
He is an acting su perintend­ 
ent o f Matteawan and appears as a 
witness witho ut 
co mpensatio n, 
the 
o nly alienist in the ease with this 
distinctio n. .Justice Mills called atte n ­ 
tio n to this fact and to o k a hand in 
questio ning him. Dr. Baker said in hi.s 
o ninio n Thaw was Insane no w and a 
dangero us man to be at large. 
It was sho rtly after this declaratio n 
that Mr, .Jero me quickly called Thaw 
to the stand. He was pale and appar­ 
ently shaken and 
kept 
mo v ing and 
wiping his eyeglasses. 
The district 
atto rney put so me rather Inco herent 
no tes written h y the priso ner In ev i­ 
dence and asked him to explain them. 
After parries back and fo rth and la­ 
bo rio us explanatio ns by Thaw as to 
the meaning o f certain 
writing.s, he 
said: 
“I want yo u to kno w, Mr. Jero me,

suggestio ns were written at the re­ 
quest o f my lawyers.’’ 
Mr. .Tereme po ir .ed 
his 
finger at 
the witness and said: 
“Do yo u mean to sit there and tell 
us. who o bserv ed yo u in bo th ho mi­ 
cide trials, that yo i! did no t believ e 
yo u knew mo re abo ut the case than 
yo ur lawyers did?” 
“I do ,” was Thaw ’s quick reply. 
“Yo u were nice and do cile all the 
lime?”

F bnt descrilied a 
paranio ac as a perso n do minated by 
certain delusio ns, who se mental and 
physical state might no t o therwise lie 
affected, except in so far as these 
delusio ns influence himself. The pro g- 
icss o f the disease was usually v ery 
slo w, he said.
